I Here fend you tbe Figure of a Stme ^ Fig. i. of 
a prodigioos jt^e and m rare zjhspe, fomewliat refeoi- 
biing indeed the ^dmy, ix)r that was quite worn away, 
and this/#»'fiirdup the^'/^re, it weigh'd' indeed fome- 
whatmora-wheni tookitoEt.of the Body, than it does 
now, for it then weigh'd ieven ounces and a half; there 
is no H$/i§ry that relates any account of ajime genera- 
ted in. the ^dn'ey, that does near parallel this. Without 
breaking- it afunder, 'I cantiad it-does confift oi feveral 
hmmm laid over one. another, as that of. the Biadder 
does: I took the Cirmmferen^e, and found it to meafure 
Ieven Inches upon the round. 

That taken out of the Body of the late Du^-oi ^#r- 
fil^s Father , fif . 2; was brought not long.lince to the 
^.S&cie^y hj St. Theodore ile|^###,who-gave meleave to feftd. 
you the Figure of it, which you -fee is -'branched, and 
teems to have fpread fonie branches into great Fejfels, 
whether j^rteries^ feins or into the Vreter I cannot de- 
termine, tho thefe as well as the Pelvm feera to have been 
fiird up by this gtcztjhne: yet this comes far Ihort of 
that before mention'd^ fince it weighs but four ounces 
and a half: a^Jime indeed of an incredible lize to be found 
in the Miduey. . The meafure longwiie from one extreme 
to the other made four Inches compleat : the extenfioa 
of the Jm^^/M/from oneto the other meafurd crofwife 
or tranfveriiy, 3 Inches and a hal£ This is defervedly 
laid up in the ^p^f^^ry of the ^oysl Si^ciety, as a great 
bpt forrowful Rarity , having caufed the death of fo ^ 
'gft&t a Fatrm of Le^rm^ig, 
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
